PROCEEDS TO WEST INDIES

Steps are Precautionary as Officials are
Still Hopeful That the President Will
Make Suitable Amends—No Desire to
Have the Move Taken as a Menace.

Paris Ocf. 17.—The departure of the
armored cruiser De Saix from Cherbourg
yvesterday for the island of Martinique.
French West  Indies, inaugurates the
preparations for dealing with the Vene-
zuelan question with a strong hand if
President Castro persists in lis present
course, The De Saix will stop at Brest,
where she will be joined by the eruisers
Lavoisier and Chasseloup-Loubet.

The three warships will proceed to-
gether to the French West Indies, join-
ing the cruisers Jurien de la Graviere
and Troude, now at Martinique, The di-
vision of ships will be under Admiral
Bevoe de la Peyer. The rendezvous will
be Fort de France, Martinique,

These steps are probably precaution-
ary, as the officiale here are still hope.
ful that the president will make suit-
able amends.

STRIKES SPREADING

Disorders Started in Moscow
Sweeping Over the Country.

ARE INSPIRED BY POLITICS

Young Heir to the Throne to Be Named
Today and in Anticipation of Demon-
strations There Will Be no Illumina-
tions Tonight—Newspapers Tied Up.

at Moscow has given an impetus to a
new wave of strikes and disorders whieh
are sweeping over the country and
which promises a repetition of the per-
il of distress that prevailed in Janu-
ary and Febrary last, though it is
hoped on a less serious seale.

Besides tumults in St. Petersburg and
Moscow, the strikes inspired by reports
of the events in the latter place, report-
eod from Saratoll, Kiefl, Kazan, Kark-
off und other places, while the strike
movement has again broken out in Mos-
cow.

A large part of the people seem inspir-
od by a spirit of unrest, The movement
is largely political and is engineered by
social democrats and social revolution-
ists,

Today is the day to name the young
heir to the throne and will be celebrat-
el as o big holiday. The students and
workmen here are preparing demonsira-
tions and the customary illuminations
in the evening may be eliminated to
discournge the formation of crowds.

Soveral disturbances oecurred here to-
duy, the most serious being between the
striking printers and police at the bu-
reau of engraving and printing in which
40 were injured, none seriously. The
printers strike s very thorough, the
only papers which will publish todsy
being the Official Messenger and the
Sveit.
